To 
make this conceſſion requires no great effort; fince we are 
already accuſtomed to regard the ſy fable preceding the cr 
(as we are accuſtomed to call that ſyllable %%) and the laſt 
ſyllable of a pentameter, as conſtituting that very foot—a

is very great which this method has over the more common 
one, in which the reſts muſt neceſſarily, after every dactyle, 
fall upon a ſhort ſyllable: whereas in this, the reſts—hike 
thoſe in Muſic upon long notes fall always upon long 
ſyllables, and coincide much oftener with the verbal termina- 
tions.

r ruſtic boy. could. not have had the advantage of being 
inſtructed in the management of his voice by a Phonaſcus, 
like the rich and great, with whom it was an eſſential accom- 
pliſhment—deabat affidu? phonaſco operam, is told us of Auguſtus— 
and conſequently could not know the carmen of theſe carmina, 
or any thing elie of the elegant and captivating manner of 
reciting them.
